Berlin, January 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The scene of in- 
quiry into German finances shifted 
to the capital of the reich today as 
the first committee of experts, headed 
by Brigadier-General Charles G. 
Dawes, settled down to work on Ger- 
many’s budget anc currency problems. 

Assurances of the complete coopera 
tion of the governrrent and of finan- 
ciers and banks, it appeared, would 
make the experts’ task chiefly that 
of formulating their conclusions from 
the vast amount of data which will 
be laid before them. The government 
itself has prepared a budget for the 
current year, computed on a gold 
besis, which jit bopes will nelp sta- 
bilize the mark and facilitate the 
flotation of a new gold currency issue. 

With this financial statement to 
work on, the experts also will be 
confronted with exhaustive informa- 
tion on Germany's fiseal condition, 
including a statement of the repara- 
tions payments in cash and kind she 
has already made.

Washington, January 31.—The 
house today passed its first appro- 
priation bill, that for the interior de- 
partment, after a futile attempt had 
been made at the last minute to di- 
rect discontinuance July 1 next of 
21 land offices. 

The bill originally contained such 
a requirement but an amendment 
eliminated it. The house also declined 
to restore the language in the bill, 
changed by amendment, which would 
require the consolidation of offices of 
register and receiver at 14 land of- 
fices. As the bill goes to the senate 
it provides that this retrenchment 
shall not become effective until June 
1, 1925. 

Carrying approximately $262,000 
for interior department activities dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year, the bill 
had been under consideration in the 
house for about three weks. The 
house next will take up the appropria- 
tion bill for the treasury and pvwst- 
office departments.

over the week ending January 19. 
This increase to many was unexpect- 
ed, in view of this week's further in- 
crease in crude oil priees.

Moscow, an organ of the communist 
party, proposes changing the name 
of that organization to the “‘Leninite 
Bolshevik” party. At the same time 
the newspaper prints seven command 
ments which it suggests as a creed 
for the Leninites. The first is: 
_ “Before leaving us, Comrade Len- 
ine, you ordered us to hold high and 
keep clean the great calling of a mem- 
ber of this party. We swear to you, 
Comrade Lenine, that we will fulfill 
your commandment with honor.” 

The other articles of the creed, 
couched in the same language, are as 
follows: 

To strengthen and maintain the 
party unity: to strengthen and main- 
tain the dictatorship of the proleta- 
‘'Yiat; to strengthen and maintain the 
union of workers and peasants; to 
expand and fortify the union of soviet 
republics; to strengthen and improve 
the position of the red army; and, to 
strengthen and expand the communist 
internationale.
